above twelve cents a pound, an ad ­ 
vance of over bott per cent. 
As a result hundreds of men have 
been put out of business and many of 
those fortunate enough to survive are 
just managing to exist.

is not yet. 
Existing laws are inadequate, that 
is certain.
